At 
the head of the Smith Ionian African 
scientific expedition, the former chief 
executive of the United States sailed 
on (he steamer Hamburg from New 
Tork. March 23. 1X». 
Arriving at 


Naples he transferred to the steamer 
Admiral and continued his journey, 
"topping at Messina, where he met 
King Victor Emmanuel of Italy. 


The arrival at Mombassa was made 


on schedule time April 21, and soon 
afterward the hunting and education 
expedition was begun, and resulted In 
a great collection of African trophies. 


On March U, Mr. Rooseve.lt emerged 


from the Jungle, arriving at Khartum, 
where he met Mr*. Roosevelt and their 
daughter Ethel, The expedition had 
been disbanded late in the preceding 
month. 


Throughout hia African journey, Mr. 


Roosevelt WM accompanied by his son 
Kermlt, who went along w the official 
photos/apher of the party, but turned 
out to be a splendid shot.

When Theodore Roosevelt reaches 


New Tork next week he will be ac- 
corded a welcome such as has been 
given to few mortal men. 
It has 


boon with the greatest difficulty that 
the committee has kept the demon- 
stration within the limits imposed by 
the physical conditions of New Tork 
city, the second largest town on earth. 
Mr. Roosevelt wHl set foot on the soil 
of his native land to be gree**d by 
the cheers of hundreds of thousands 
of his fellow-countrymen, who desire 
him to becotue a candidate for Presi- 
dent in 1911 Hundreds of tSiouwnds 
who do not desire him to be a can- 
didate will admit that he can have 
the presidency again for, tbe asking. 
Other hundreds of thousands say he 
cannot, even If he will. 


General U. 8. Grant came home from 


a trip around the world and was 
greeted with a third-term boom. He 
was defeated in the Republican na- 
tional convention of 188*, in spite of 
the fact that his followers were cap- 
tained by the superb donating, and in 
spite of the fact that the "Immortal 
306" stood faithful to tbe end. 


Admiral George Dewey came home 


from the victorious battle of Manila 
Bay and was sheeted as few Roman j 
conquerors were K>ceted. He listened, 
to the bussing of the presidential bee 
and, with tbe speed of a Lucifer, fell 
to a place of comparative obscurity. 


Bryan's Xi***te. 


WtllUtn Jeennings Bryan returned 


from a trip around the world and was 
greeted at New York by the ever-en- 
thusiastic legions of the Democratic 
party with confident predictions that 
he would be nominated the third time 
for President and would be elected. 
He *aa_jiominated, but was not 
elected. Many Democrat* believe that 
his defeat was due in some tenure 
to the speech which he mvle at Mad- 
ison Square Garden In acknowledging 
his homecoming reception. 


William Howard Taft came home 


from a trip around the world, under- 
taken under orders from President 
Roosevelt when Taft already was a 
candidate for the. presidency. There 
•x * i<o BBwcral tpufmttr reieytton, 
Ur. Taft found upon rcT*Krvr 
mgton that sappua »*' "«^r 
taken advantage of fete «*st*M to try 
to explode his boom. Mr. Taft made 
some very, positive statements and did 
some very positive things th«» Sunday.

Springs, acting on the advice of the 
medical fraternity, has by ordinance 
declared an Individual whose lungs 
arc infected with the germ of tuber- 
ciflosis, or -whose sputum contains that 
germ, to be a menace to the public 
health If he Is careless Or indifferent 
about the disposal of such sputum, 
and,'

Inasmuch as such an 
Institution 


would have among its inmate*, pa- 
tients'..in "all stages of the disease,' 
many of them convalescent; able to 
be -up and about, and Instructed by 
thetr physician to remain out.of doors 
and take a certain amount of exer- 
cise, there would ttr an area about 
the Institution frequented by these 
patient* that would be subjected to 
the danger.of infection, should any 
laxness occur In the enforcement of 
the sanitary regulations of/ the insti- 
tution of the city; and, 


Inasmuch as ft is impossible to con- 


trol the action Of all tuberculous per- 
sons, especially such as seek treat- 
ment lir a chwlty hospital, I would 
give It a* my opinion that, while there 
Is no danger from the. pretence of the 
Institution, there would be an added 
possible danger from the.presence In 
the neighborhood of an Increased 
number of tuberculous persons, some 
Of whom are fure to be Indifferent 
or careless about expectorating on the 
streets, walks, lawns and other places 
wh«T« the sputum may dry; he carried 
about in dust and thus ooMlbly cause 
th« disease to be spread.
